SECTION  B 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA 

The  district  is  in  the  area  of  the  North-East  Metropolitan  Regional 
Hospital  Board  for  hospital  and  specialist  consultant  services,  within 
the  area  of  the  Essex  Executive  Committee  for  general  practitioner 
services,  and  the  Essex  County  Council  is  the  Local  Health  Authority 
and  School  Health  Authority  for  personal  health  services  for  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers,  infants  and  schoolchildren,  and  those  of  all  ages 
suffering  from  mental  ill  health.  The  County  Council  also  provides  an 
ambulance  service  for  all  needs. 

The  main  hospital  in  the  district  is  St.  Andrew’s,  Stock  Road, 
Billericay,  a large  general  hospital  dealing  with  all  types  of  medical  and 
surgical  conditions.  General  hospitals  at  Southend  and  other  adjacent 
areas  also  admit  patients  from  Basildon.  The  number  of  general  prac- 
titioners with  addresses  in  the  district  is  still  increasing  and  other  doctors 
outside  our  boundaries  have  patients  in  Basildon. 

The  County  Council  has  six  Health  Centres  in  the  district  as 
follows :

At  each  of  these  Centres  there  are  clinic  sessions  for  expectant 
mothers,  infant  welfare  schoolchildren,  etc.,  and  details  of  these  may  be 
had  on  application  to  the  Centre,  each  of  which  has  one  or  more  Health 
Visitors  who  call  upon  mothers  in  their  own  homes  in  addition  to  giving 
advice  at  the  Centres. 

A Tuberculosis  Care  Association  exists  in  the  area  for  the  purpose 
of  helping  sufferers  from  this  disease.

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SECTION  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supplies 

Water  mains  were  extended  throughout  the  Urban  District  under 
guarantee  by  the  Council  to  the  Southend  Waterworks  Company.  Mains 
were  also  extended  to  meet  the  requirements  of  new  development  in 
Basildon  and  in  several  small  private  estates. 

The  Southend  Waterworks  Company  supply  the  whole  of  the  Urban 
District  with  the  exception  of  the  old  parish  of  Langdon  Hills  for  which 
the  Council  are  the  water  undertakers,  the  water  being  supplied  in  bulk 
by  the  South  Essex  Waterworks  Company. 

The  Southend  Waterworks  Company’s  resident  chemists  and 
bacteriologists  made  daily  examinations  of  water  going  into  supply  from 
Langford  and  Hanningfield  and  fortnightly  analyses  of  water  from  wells 
and  boreholes.  The  examinations  showed  the  water  to  be  good  chemi- 
cally and  excellent  bacteriologically.  The  water  is  not  plumbo  solvent. 

There  was  no  contamination  of  water  supplies  to  consumers. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  South  Essex  Waterworks  Company  was 
regularly  sampled  by  the  Company  in  the  raw  state  and  in  its  various 
stages  of  treatment.  All  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examinations  proved  satisfactory.  A total  of  3,890  examinations  were 
made.  The  waters.were  not  plumbo  solvent. 

Complaints  were  received  regarding  the  earthy  taste  of  water 
supplied  by  the  Southend  Waterworks  Company  but  upon  sampling, 
the  water  was  found  to  be  satisfactory  both  bacteriologically  and  chemi- 
cally. It  is  thought  that  the  taste  was  in  some  way  associated  with  the 
coming  into  use  of  the  new  Hanningfield  reservoir.  The  Company  took 
steps  to  improve  the  taste  of  the  water. 

Several  complaints  were  received  from  householders  in  newly  built 
dwellings  of  furring  up  of  pipes  and  sediment  in  the  water.  This  proved 
to  be  dezincification  caused  by  the  action  of  the  water  on  new  hot 
pressed  brass  fittings.  The  Southend  Waterworks  Company  were  con- 
tacted and  a conference  was  held  between  officers  of  the  Council  and 
officers  of  the  Company.  Builders  have  been  advised  regarding  the 
types  of  fitting  which  will  resist  dezincification.

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These  figures  include  the  main  laid  by  the  Company  under  guarantee 
by  the  Council  in  the  Council’s  Second  Main  Water  Scheme.  It  is  the 
Council’s  endeavour  to  secure  a supply  of  main  water  throughout  the 
Urban  District,  particularly  in  the  more  remote  parts  where  development 
is  scattered,  and  for  this  purpose  standpipes  are  to  be  erected  to  be  within 
200  yards  of  any  property.  This  Scheme  is  costly  but  is  reducing  the 
number  of  properties  where  water  has  to  be  delivered  by  lorry. 

During  the  year  83,600  gallons  of  water  were  delivered  representing 
207  applications. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  68  standpipes  were  in  use  and  the  number  of 
persons  holding  keys  was  363. 

One  new  standpipe  was  erected  and  three  standpipes  demolished.

The  samples  taken  from  underground  storage  reservoirs  were  from 
premises  in  roadways  where  mains  had  been  laid,  and  where  the  samples 
were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  action  was  taken  to  get  the  owners  to 
connect  the  premises  to  the  maui. 

All  the  samples  taken  from  mains  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  sample  taken  from  a public  well  was  found  to  have  faecal 
contamination  and  B.  Coli.  The  Council  took  steps  to  prohibit  the  use 
of  the  well  and  the  owners  of  properties  deriving  water  from  this  source 
connected  the  premises  to  the  main. 

Nuisances 

As  in  previous  years  most  of  the  nuisances  that  existed  were  caused 
by  overflowing  cesspools  and  the  pollution  of  watercourses  and  ditches 
by  sewage.  Whilst  the  connection  of  old  premises  to  the  sewer  abated 
some  of  the  nuisances,  others  occurred  due  to  the  increasing  number 
of  cesspools  constructed  in  the  rapid  development  of  the  area.  A few 
complaints  were  received  concerning  the  tipping  of  refuse  on  ground 
near  the  Council’s  communal  refuse  bins  but  these  complaints  were  not 
so  numerous  as  in  the  previous  year  and  the  Council’s  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  arranged  for  prompt  removal  of  refuse  from  overflowing  com- 
munal bins  and  the  land  surrounding  the  bins. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

No  major  sewerage  schemes  were  completed  during  the  year  but 
sewers  were  laid  in  Fairfield  Rise,  Billericay  and  Hill  Avenue,  Wickford. 
The  number  of  old  properties  connected  to  the  sewer  was  76,  this  being 
considerably  less  than  the  previous  year.  Many  owners  of  properties 
were  not  in  a financial  position  to  carry  out  sewer  connections  and  relied 
on  assistance  from  the  Council,  but  owing  to  the  credit  squeeze  the 
Council  were  not  able  to  recommence  their  scheme  of  assistance  until 
April,  1957.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  still  quite  a number  of 
premises  not  connected  to  the  available  sewers.  Many  of  these  properties 
are  inhabited  by  elderly  owner  occupiers.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Conditions  at  the  Pitsea  Marsh  Refuse  Tip  were  generally  satis- 
factory and  no  complaints  were  received  concerning  any  nuisance  arising 
from  the  tip.  Periodical  surveys  were  made!  and  treatment  carried  out 
for  the  elimination  of  flies  and  rats. 

1 am  indebted  to  the  Council’s  Surveyor  for  the  following  informa- 
tion. 

The  Council  leased  additional  land  on  the  Pitsea  Marshes  to  provide 
tipping  space  for  at  least  the  next  twelve  years.  By  the  end  of  December, 
1957  a regular  weekly  house  to  house  refuse  collection  was  being  made 
from  18,582  private  dwellings  and  145  trade  premises.  The  number  of 
collections  from  trade  premises  was  slightly  increased  from  that  of 
1956  and  it  is  expected  that  this  number  will  further  increase  with  the 
additional  number  of  shops  constructed  and  proposed  to  be  constructed. 

Owing  to  the  impracticability  of  the  Council’s  refuse  vehicles  to 
negotiate  unmade  roads  the  maintenance  of  communal  bins  to  serve 
such  roadways  continued  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  111  such  bins  were 
in  use. 

Street  Cleansing 

The  mileage  of  roads  swept  by  mechanical  means  increased:  this 
was  to  be  expected  and  it  will  still  further  increase  as  the  district  develops 
and  new  roadways  are  constructed.  During  the  year,  3,490  miles  were 
covered  by  the  mechanical  sweeper. 

Cesspool  Cleansing 

At  the  end  of  the  year  944  cesspools  were  the  subject  of  cleansing 
agreements  and  during  the  year  1,688  cesspools  were  cleansed  involving 
the  collection  and  disposal  of  approximately  2|  million  gallons  of 
sewage.  The  Council  took  delivery  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  of  a 
new  cesspool  emptying  vehicle  to  cope  with  the  increasing  number  of 
requests  for  cesspoool  emptying. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

No  serious  complaints  of  atmospheric  pollution  by  smoke  were 
received  during  the  year.  The  Council  had  under  active  consideration 
the  implementation  of  the  Clean  Air  Act.  1956  and  formed  a Sub 
Committee  to  consider  the  designation  of  a Smokeless  zone  in  the  Urban 
District. 
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Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs  and  other  Insects 

Disinfestations  of  private  houses  at  a nominal  charge  of  5/-  per 
house  were  made.  No  charges  arc  made  to  Council  tenants  or  to  the 
Basildon  Development  Corporation  for  the  disinfestation  of  premises  due 
for  demolition.  Disinfestations  were  carried  out  as  follows :

A few  complaints  were  received  of  infestations  by  Bryobia  Praetiosa 
(Clover  Mite),  particularly  in  houses  newly  erected  by  the  Basildon 
Development  Corporation.  Advice  was  given  by  the  Inspectors  of  the 
Health  Department  as  to  the  eradication  of  these  pests.  The  greenswards 
near  the  infested  houses  were  sprayed  with  a proprietory  brand  of 
insecticide. 

Several  requests  were  received  for  the  destruction  of  wasps  nests 
in  private  dwellings  and  schools.  The  Council  felt  that  they  could  not 
undertake  this  work  in  the  case  of  private  houses,  but  householders  were 
advised  as  to  the  material  to  obtain  for  this  purpose.  Destruction  of 
a wasps  nest  was  carried  out  in  one  school  as  an  emergency  as  the  nest 
was  underneath  the  flooring  of  a classroom. 

Many  requests  were  received  for  identification  of  various  species 
of  insects  infesting  premises  and  specimens  were  forwarded  to  the 
Entomology  Section  of  the  British  Museum  (Natural  History)  for 
identification  and  methods  of  destruction  of  the  pests.  The  Museum 
Authorities  are  always  helpful  in  giving  information  and  advice  and 
the  Council’s  officers  are  very  grateful  for  this  help. 

Rodent  Control 

The  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  continued  throughout  the  year. 
Block  surveys  were  made  and  where  evidence  of  rats  and  mice  was 
discovered  treatment  was  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operative. 
The  Council’s  sewers  and  refuse  tip  were  treated  and  it  was  pleasing 
to  note  that  the  infestation  by  rats  was  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 
There  was  generally  a steady  improvement  in  the  position.  All  private 
dwellings  were  treated  free  and  a charge  was  made  for  industrial  and 
business  premises. 

Treatment  was  carried  out  on  a fairly  large  scale  in  one  of  the 
areas  developed  by  the  Basildon  Development  Corporation.  It  is  reason- 
able to  expect  infestation  in  areas  being  developed,  as  the  development 
of  what  was  previously  farm  land  disturbs  the  rats  from  their  haunts 
and  they  take  or  attempt  to  take  refuge  in  houses  under  construction  or 
newly  completed. 

As  in  previous  years  treatment  for  mice  was  carried  out  in  County 
Council  schools. 

The  use  of  Warfarin  has  been  found  to  be  very  effective  as  pre 
baiting  is  not  necessary,  and  a good  deal  of  time  is  therefore  saved. 

The  cost  of  rodent  control  is  borne  jointly  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  the  Urban  District  Council. 
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The  number  of  applications  received  for  assistance  during  the  year 
was  552  which  necessitated  3,275  visits  by  the  Rodent  Operative. 

Shops  Act,  1950 

There  is  very  little  to  report  as  to  action  taken.  A few  complaints 
were  received  as  to  Sunday  trading  and  the  Council  considered  the  making 
of  a partial  exemption  order  enabling  certain  classes  of  goods  to  be 
sold  to  10  a.m.  on  Sundays.  Notice  was  given  through  the  local  press 
of  the  Council’s  intention  to  make  an  order  and  at  the  same  time  invited 
any  objections  from  Shopkeepers.  As  only  one  objection  had  been 
received  the  Council  decided  to  hold  a ballot  of  Shopkeepers  affected 
but  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  ballot  had  not  been  held. 

Factories 

At  the  end  of  the  year  181  factories  were  registered  under  the 
Factories  Act.  The  industrial  area  in  the  Basildon  New  Town  was 
further  developed  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  a total  of  45  factories  had 
been  constructed  and  five  were  under  construction.  The  figures  supplied 
by  the  I>evelopment  Corporation  showed  that  a total  of  7,424  persons 
were  employed  in  factories. 

The  Health  Department  is  responsible  for  the  issue  of  Certificates 
as  to  Means  of  Escape  in  case  of  Fire  and  during  the  year  17  such 
Certificates  were  issued.  There  is  complete  liaison  between  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Department,  Officials  of  the  Essex  Fire  Brigade  ann  H.M. 
Inspector  of  Factories,  concerning  factory  construction,  particularly 
when  plans  for  new  factories  are  submitted  to  the  Council  for  approval. 
The  Basildon  Development  Corporation  are  very  co-operative  in  so  far 
that  draft  plans  are  examined  and  if  necessary  modified  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  various  bodies  mentioned  above.

SECTION  D 

HOUSING 


Repairs  and  Demolitions 

The  operation  of  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  Programme  con- 
tinued during  the  year,  but  the  number  of  houses  demolished  in  respect 
of  which  demolition  orders  were  made  was  less  than  in  the  previous 
year.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  still  quite  a number  of  occupied 
properties  which  had  been  the  subject  of  demolition  orders  in  previous 
years.  Quite  a few  properties  scheduled  for  demolition  under  the  Housing 
Act  were  situate  in  the  designated  area  of  the  new  town  and  many  were 
purchased  by  the  Development  Corporation,  the  tenants  being  rehoused 
and  the  properties  demolished  by  the  Corporation. 

The  coming  into  operation  of  the  Rent  Act  1957  was  responsible 
for  repairs  being  carried  out  to  some  properties,  but  the  number  of 
applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair  was  not  so  many  as  was  expected. 
The  Act  has  only  been  in  operation  for  a short  time  but  it  would  seem 
that  either  owners  were  reluctant  to  increase  rents  to  the  fullest  amount 
allowed  under  the  Act  in  view  of  the  possibility  of  the  issue  of  a certi- 
ficate of  disrepair,  or  tenants  were  reluctant  to  apply  for  certificates  of 
disrepair. 

During  the  year  eight  proposals  to  issue  certificates  of  disrepair  were 
made  and  five  certificates  issued. 

As  in  the  previous  year  difficulty  was  experienced  in  getting  repairs 


done,  particularly  major  repairs.

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Rehousing 

Reports  were  made  on  the  living  conditions  of  applicants  for  Council 
houses.  These  reports  which  are  made  following  visits  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  give  an  indication  to  the  Housing  Management  Sub 
Committee  as  to  the  size  of  family,  type  of  accommodation,  degree  of 
overcrowding  (if  any),  condition  of  premises,  etc.  The  information  is 
useful  in  assessing  the  points  value  of  the  application  and  also  gives  the 
Inspectors  an  opportunity  for  making  inspections  of  the  properties  for 
repairs  and  the  presence  of  vermin  or  rats.  During  the  year  837  visits 
were  made  in  connection  with  these  enquiries. 

Moveable  Dwellings 

There  are  two  recognised  caravan  sites  in  the  area,  one  being  used 
for  caravans  which  are  permanently  occupied,  the  other  for  weekends 
and  holidays  during  the  summer  months.  All  applications  for  the  placing 
of  caravans  on  land  in  the  Urban  District  are  dealt  with  by  the  Council’s 
Planning  Committee. 

SECTION  E 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Milk  and  Dairies 

At  the  end  of  the  year  120  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale 
of  milk.  The  bulk  of  the  registrations  were  for  distributors  selling 
designated  milks  from  shops.

The  Pasteurisation  Plant  at  Basildon  continued  to  operate  through- 
out the  year  but  towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  output  had  decreased. 
Regular  weekly  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  the  Pasteurisation 
Plant  for  bacteriological  examination  and  the  results  generally  were  good. 

Several  complaints  were  received  from  consumers  concerning  dirty 
bottles,  a crayon  in  the  milk,  glass  in  the  milk  etc.,  and  proceedings 
were  taken  regarding  the  glass  found  in  a bottle  of  school  milk,  the 
defendants  being  fined  £20.  At  the  end  of  the  year  court  proceedings 
were  pending  for  several  infringements  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order, 
but  as  the  Company  concerned  went  into  liquidation,  the  Council 
decided  not  to  proceed  further  with  the  cases. 

During  the  year  complaints  were  received  from  farmers  of  dirty 
churns  being  returned  to  the  farms  from  the  pasteurising  plant.  Following 
advice  regarding  the  churnwasher,  which  was  overhauled  by  the  manu- 
facturers, no  further  complaints  were  received, 
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Sample  bottles  were  taken  direct  from  the  washing  machines  for 
examination  and  on  the  whole  the  bottles  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
Only  in  two  instances  was  milk  being  bottled  on  farms.  There  seemed 
to  bo  very  little  demand  in  the  district  for  farm  bottled  T.T.  milk.

The  farm  bottled  milk  failing  to  pass  the  test  was  investigated  and 
it  was  noted  that  the  capping  equipment  was  dirty.  Steps  were  taken 
to  ensure  that  the  equipment  was  properly  cleansed  and  further  samples 
were  taken  which  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 


Ice  Cream 

There  is  very  little  to  report  in  this  connection,  almost  all  the  ice 
cream  sold  in  the  district  is  manufactured  by  large  reputable  firms. 
There  was  only  one  manufacturer  in  the  area,  the  ice  cream  being  made 
by  a cold  mix  and  sold  in  a cafe  and  shop. 

During  the  year  ten  applications  for  registration  were  received. 

Educational  Activity 

As  in  the  previous  year  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  gave 
lectures  to  the  members  of  various  organisations  on  Public  Health  matters 
and  the  lectures  included  the  showing  of  slides  depicting  the  various 
aspects  of  Public  Health  work. 


Registered  Food  Premises 

During  the  period  under  review  four  new  registrations  were  granted 
in  respect  of  the  preparation  or  manufacture  of  food  in  pursuance  of 
the  provisions  of  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Regulations,  1955.

Representations  were  made  to  the  occupiers  of  premises  concerned 
where  contraventions  were  noted  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  majority 
of  the  defects  had  been  remedied. 

There  are  two  private  markets  in  the  district,  one  at  Wickford  and 
one  at  Pitsea,  the  food  stalls  of  which  were  regularly  visited.  There 
was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  factory  canteens,  mostly  in  the  new 
factories  at  Basildon.  The  new  canteens  and  kitchens  were  of  a high 
standard  and  complied  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  Plans  of 
proposed  new  food  shops  and  factories  were  examined  to  ensure  that 
the  requirements  of  the  Regulations  as  to  lighting,  ventilation,  washing 
facilities  etc.,  would  be  complied  with  when  the  buildings  are  in  use, 
and  consultations  with  the  Architects  have  proved  very  useful  in  embody- 
ing in  the  plans  of  food  premises  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations. 


Meat  and  Food  Inspection 

At  the  end  of  the  year  six  licensed  slaughterhouses  were  in  use  but 
only  three  were  regularly  used.  Certification  of  pigs  was  carried  out  on 
behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  at  two  of  the 
slaughterhouses.  Most  of  the  animals  slaughtered  in  one  slauughterhouse 
were  sent  to  London  markets.  All  the  animals  slaughtered  were  inspected 
and  the  District  Inspectors  worked  many  hours  overtime,  especially  at 
weekends,  to  ensure  that  the  meat  was  free  from  disease  and  fit  for 
human  consumption.

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Non-genuine  Samples 

Details  concerning  non-genuine  samples,  and  action  taken  are  set 
out  below. 

Pastry.  This  sample  was  submitted  from  one  of  the  schools  and 
consisted  of  a small  portion  of  uncooked  pastry  containing  foreign 
matter.  The  examination  showed  the  foreign  matter  to  consist  of  small 
fibres  of  hemp  from  sacking  and  small  fragments  of  leaf  tissue.  The 
Council  resolved  to  write  to  the  Flour  Advisory  Bureau  suggesting  that 
flour  sacks  be  lined  with  polythene  or  similar  suitable  material. 

Blackcurrant  Cordial.  The  sample  purchased  was  labelled  “ Rich 
in  Vitamin  ‘ C ’ The  examination  showed  that  the  cordial  contained 
1.3  milligrammes  of  Vitamin  ‘ C ’ per  fluid  ounce.  The  Analyst  was  of 
the  opinion  that  the  cordial  should  have  contained  at  least  2 milligrammes 
per  fluid  ounce  to  justify  the  claim  “Rich  in  Vitamin  ‘C’”.  The 
manufacturers  of  the  cordial  were  contacted  and  it  was  agreed  that  a 
new  label  be  designed  for  this  product  and  that  as  far  as  practicable  all 
existing  stocks  held  locally  would  be  removed  from  sale. 

Milk.  Two  samples  were  found  to  be  deficient  in  milk  fat  to  the 
extent  of  31%  and  22%.  These  samples  were  taken  from  a farm  and 
investigations  showed  that  the  farmer  (a  newcomer  to  dairy  farming) 
was  under  the  impression  that  the  strippings  were  of  inferior  bacterial 
quality  and  had  to  be  rejected.  The  Council  decided  not  to  take  legal 
action  and  subsequent  samples  were  satisfactory. 

Banana  flavouring  for  Milk.  This  flavouring  contained  preservative 
(Benzoic  Acid).  The  Public  Health  (Preservatives  in  Food)  Regulations 
make  no  provision  for  the  use  of  Benzoic  Acid  preservative  in  flavourings. 
The  manufacturers  of  the  article  were  contacted  and  agreed  to  re- 
designate the  product  as  a cordial  and  it  was  arranged  that  the  firm’s 
Chief  Chemist  should  meet  the  Public  Analyst  to  discuss  the  exact 
wording  of  the  label. 

Bread.  1.  Complaints  were  received  of  odour  from  a loaf  of  white 
bread  but  the  Analyst  was  unable  to  trace  the  cause,  l lie  odour  may 
have  been  due  to  the  development  of  an  “off”  flavour  from  the  yeast 
during  the  baking  process.  A sample  of  brown  bread  was  upon  analysis 
found  to  be  “ ropy  ”.  As  the  bread  was  baked  in  an  adjoining  District 
the  complaint  was  passed  to  the  Health  Department  concerned  for  local 
investigation. 

2.  This  sample  of  bread  contained  two  blackish  pellets  which  upon 
microscopical  examination  proved  to  be  rodent  excreta. 

The  Council  decided  to  issue  a stern  warning  to  the  baker  concerned 
and  steps  were  taken  to  ensure  that  the  flour  storage  room  etc.,  was 
cleared  of  mice  and  the  sieve  to  the  flour  hopper  renewed. 

Milk.  A half  pint  bottle  of  milk  was  found  to  contain  rodent 
excreta.  The  Council  decided  to  take  legal  action,  but  before  action 
could  be  taken  the  Company  who  bottled  the  milk  went  into  liquidation. 
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Quaker  Oats.  A complaint  was  received  regarding  porridge  which 
left  a burning  sensation  in  the  throat. 

The  Public  Analyst’s  report  on  a sample  of  the  oats  from  which 
the  porridge  was  made  revealed  traces  of  pepper.  From  enquiries  made 
it  appeared  that  the  pepper  had  been  accidentally  introduced  into  the 
opened  packet  of  oats  in  the  complainant’s  own  larder. 


Lozen^e.'i  of  Linseed  cmd  Liquorice.  The  labelling  on  the  package 
of  these  tablets  showed  the  amount  of  chloroform  to  be  5.39%,  but 
upon  examination  the  chloroform  content  was  only  2.9%,  being  deficient 
in  chloroform  to  the  extent  of  46%.  The  Analyst  contacted  the  manu- 
facturers and  suggested  that  they  take  steps  to  ascertain  the  amount 
of  chloroform  which  remained  at  the  end  of  the  tableting  process  and 
that  this  quantity  and  not  the  original  amount  used  in  the  prescription 
should  form  the  basis  of  the  declared  quantity. 

As  the  tablets  were  packed  in  cardboard  containers  and  chloroform 
is  an  unstable  substance,  the  manufacturers  decided  to  consider  packing 
the  tablets  in  metal  containers. 


National  Dried  Milk.  A complaint  was  received  that  when  the  milk 
was  reconstituted  it  contained  a number  of  black  and  brown  specks.  The 
analysis  showed  “ the  specks  to  be  slightly  overheated  milk  powder  ”. 


Lincoln  Biscuits.  A complaint  was  received  alleging  that  the  con- 
sumption of  the  biscuits  had  given  rise  to  sickness  and  it  was  suspected 
that  the  biscuits  had  been  attacked  by  some  kind  of  weevil.  The  analysis 
showed  that  the  biscuits  were  free  from  any  foreign  substance  which 
would  be  likely  to  give  rise  to  the  symptoms  complained  of.  No  evidence 
of  insect  attack  was  discovered. 


General 

For  nine  months  of  the  year  the  Health  Department  was  under- 
staffed. One  Inspector  resigned  his  appointment  and  despite  the  post 
being  advertised  several  times,  no  suitable  applications  were  received 
and  the  Council  decided  to  defer  further  consideration  of  the  vacancy 
until  January,  1958. 

The  shortage  of  staff  had  its  effect  on  the  work  of  the  Department 
and  whilst  complaints  and  routine  work  were  dealt  with,  it  was  not 
possible  to  carry  out  all  the  reinspections  that  were  necessary.
